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1) It is what Jesus wrought on the cross of Calvary, the 
gift of God to all who believe: eternal life. And it was 
the hope of the Apostles as they boldly proclaimed the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ: The hope of the gift of eternal 
life! I want us to look at the gift of eternal life, through 
the lens of this OT proverb. Notice first of all that this 
gift was a... 

2) ...than the gift of eternal life. Remember what Romans 
6:23 For the wages of sin is death; but the gift of God 
is eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Through Christ's death on the cross, the gift was 
purchased. Notice some things about this precious 
gift... 

3) ...inheritance incorruptible, and undefiled, and that 
fadeth not away, reserved in heaven for you,( 1 Peter 
1:4) ...And this is the promise that he hath promised 
us, even eternal life.(l John 2:25). I want to be 
honest: The word here gift Is used in every OT passage 
in a negative since. Often translated "bribe." Bribe= 
anything given or promised as an inducement. We are 
faced with the choice of repent and believe unto 
everlasting life, or rebel and perish unto everlasting 
death. I'll take the bribe, I'll repent and receive the 
free gift. 

4) Genesis 6:8 But Noah found khane (grace) in the 
eyes of the LORD. 

5) Titus 3:7 That being justified by his grace, we should 
be made heirs according to the hope of eternal life. 
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.every now and then we need to sneak over into the 
treasure bag of God's word and grab hold of the fact that 
in the ages to come, we will never perish nor be 
separated from the one that loved us and died for usl 
Eternal Life! Everlasting life! Heaven! The Kingdom of 
God! A mansion bright and far, the crystal sea. 
2) ...don't see the value. But all you have to do is reach in to 
your pocket and pull out that gracious precious stone and 
take another look. When you do you'll see an old rugged 
blood drenched cross, you'll see an empty sepulcher, 
you'll see apostles die for that gift, saints suffer for that 
gift, you'll see the promise of God, and soon their cheep 
perspective will fade away! 
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1) James 4:14 Whereas ye know not what shall be on the 
morrow. For what is your life? It is even a vapour, that 
appeareth for a little time, and then vanisheth away. 

2) ...shout with tones of glory and hallelujah! Etrenal life! 
Etrenal life! The Precious Gift of God! 

3) Eternal Life! Eternal Life! What wondrous words of truth! 
A cry of glee; the shout for joy! What glorious new birth! 

Eternal Life! Eternal Life! A gracious gift to me, The cost 
of which my Saviour paid, Upon the cruel Tree! 

Eternal Life! Eternal Life! No longer death's domain. My 
soul once black and ruled by sin, Is now my Saviour's 
reign! 

Eternal Life! Eternal Life! No more the wrath to come: 
This from whence my praises ring, And all my Hallelujah's 
sung.
